> 1. Can a 1/4 wave 20M vertical dipole be used effectively on say 40 and 15M 
> (with tuner)? How about WARC bands? 

Alan, vertical dipole is different from your normal end fed 1/4 wave 
vertical. Unlike the groundplane or ground mountered vertical, the 

vertical dipole is a full 1/2 wave lenth long and it is fed in the 

center (its a dipole standing on end). If you want to use it on more 

than one band, then you need to feed it with twinlead or ladderline and 

use a tuner. 


> 2. If coax fed how important is the separation of vertical run of coax which 
> is parallel to the bottom half of the dipole? If it needs to be run out at 90 
> degrees, how far before the vertical drop of the line? Couple of feet? 


Others can probably tell you more precisely, but I think we're really 
talking about running perpendicular to the vertical for at least ten 
feet. Couple of feet sounds like what you might encounter at vhf. 


> 3. Other than lobe pattern, any comments about bisquare vs vertical dipole 
> here? 


Bisquare will radiate primarily off the ends of the antenna while a 
vertical would radiate equally in all directions. The bisquare (like a 
loop or quad) should be a much quieter antenna for receiving than will a 
vertical. This can be important. I have an R-5 vertical where I can 
break a ssb dx pileup with 100 watts on ten meters but I can't hear the 
s-3 dx until I switch to another antenna to receive. 


When I say the bisquare radiates off the ends, I mean if you were facing 
the loop on the DK9SQ mast and you were south of the mast, then the 
radiation would be East and West. A loop on the same mast would radiate 
North and South. 


I believe a bisquare for 10 meters would be same size as loop for 20 
meters. So if you configure it properly you could use it on both bands 
and feed it with coax. I've seen this discussed but I dont remember the 
details. (Actually I think if it is full wave loop you can use it for 
20-10 meters using a tuner).

This year at the Lockheed Martin Recreational 
Association Amateur Radio Club's (whew!) Field Day we 
operated 2A-Battery QRP. We had several wire antennas 
at our disposal but I would like to give you the 
EMPIRICAL results of an antenna test that I squeezed 
in. 


On 20m I put up the following two resonant antennas 
with the following conditions: 


1. End-fed vertical halfwave dipole with the bottom up 

3' from the ground. A link coupled parallel 

coil/capacitor circuit for impedance matching to coax. 
NO RADIALS or GROUND SCREEN. 


2. Center-fed (via choke balun) horizontal halfwave 
dipole up 20' broadside north/south. 


3. Same length of RG-58 feedline with losses measured 
at 1.1dB each. 


4. The horizontal dipole was clear of support branches 
and foliage by several feet. 


5. The vertical dipole was clear except that the top 
couple of feet were thread into the foliage. 


6. The antennas were CROSS polarized and separated by 
at least one halfwave length so mutual coupling 
hopefully was minimal even though they were still in 
each other's near field. 


7. Soil was probably average good. The ground is 
normally solid limestone just below the surface but 
this area probably has top soil sediment from the West 
Fork of the Trinity River judging by the giant pecan 
trees. 


Now, I have used a horizontal dipole at similar 
heights for many years at home and it has always been 
my a very sure performer, stateside and DX. I didn't 


expect any better performance without going to a more 
directional gain antenna or an increase in height. I 
have used the end-fed halfwave style of antenna for 
years during my portable excursions and it has always 
performed well and I have never used radials with it. 
My expectations were that the vertical dipole would 
perform better on stations greater then about 2000 
miles and that the horizontal dipole would perform 
better on the shorter paths, especially since the peak 
of its major lobe would be straight up at that height. 
I was incorrect. 


The end-fed halfwave (vertical dipole) routinely 
outperformed the horizontal dipole on <2000 miles 
paths by AT LEAST an estimated 6dB except during very 
short periods of time when the signal would be 
predominately horizontally polarized. Mysteriously, 
there was not as dramatic of a difference on DX 
signals although the vertical was still always better. 


The dB delta was estimated by S-meter readings ona 
rig in which I had tried to calibrate to 6dB per 
S-unit years ago using a stable signal generator and a 
calibrated step attenuator. I'm sure it has changed 
by now. Anyway, the vertical dipole was often better 
by about 2 S-units so 6dB is probably a conservative 
figure. 


As you may know, sporadic-E propagation was very 
prevalent during Field Day and on 20m I was working 
stations at times only 150-200 miles away on skywave. 


I kept looking for something wrong with the horizontal 
dipole but could find nothing wrong. What could go 
wrong with a dipole anyway :-) ? 


I admit this wasn't a purely scientific test but I 
believe it was a reasonable A/B test. 


Bottom line... 


1. A vertical end-fed halfwave dipole outperformed the 
tried-and-true horizontal dipole at my Field Day site. 


2. Radials and a ground screen I believe are NOT 
required but you may use them to gain that extra 
fraction of a dB (http://www.cebik.com/vdgp.html) (QST, 
July 2000, pg38) if it makes you feel better. There 


is little current in a ground screen for this antenna 
until about 1/4 wavelength from the antenna axis, so 
make your ground screen BIG and carry LOTS of wire. A 
ground screen may even significantly detune the 
antenna from resonance since you will be placing a 
large conductive mass near the high impedance end of 
the antenna. If the antenna is not a resonant 
halfwave, more current will flow near the axis of the 
antenna requiring a better ground screen. You may 
create your own problems. 


3. I wish I could put one up at my house vertically 
but my trees aren't big enough yet. 


I would like to hear from others who can perform this 
type of A/B test using skywave signals for the 
vertical end-fed halfwave dipole versus other field 
ready antennas. 


By the way, we only made about 350 Q's on CW 
(15/20/40) and 250 Q's on SSB (10/15/20/40) with our 
solar charged battery operated QRP gear. We could 
have made more but I spent a lot of CW operating time 
Elmering some new and potentially new hams about ham 
radio and this was worth more "points" then the QSO's. 
I did have one short rag chew with a station in 
Tokyo, Japan Sunday morning on 20m using the end-fed 
vertical halfwave. I think we scored much better this 
year then what we usually score using high power and 
monoband yagis. I may have made some true believers 
in QRP.

I think this is close: 


When SSB was first introduced the Central Electronics company came out 
with several pieces of seminal SSB gear that got the average guy on SSB: 
the CE 10A and CE 20A for example. One or more of these used the 
war-surplus BC-459 command transmitter as the VFO. The frequencies chosen 
were such that the same VFO could be used for 75 and 20 - there was no 
40-meter phone in those days. These were phasing-type SSB generators 
unlike the filter types primarily in use today. 


It worked out that LSB was generated on 75 and USB on 20 meters. 


As things go in life, this worked well and no one saw fit to change the 
frequency arrangement for subsequent designs. Thus, it became an 
empirical "standard" to use LSB on 75, and now on 40 meters, and to use 
USB on 20 meters and up. 


With present rigs, there is no technical reason to follow this 
convention. It is just that - a convention. "Opposite sideband" is 
occasionally encountered on some of the bands. It causes mild to moderate 
problems to those on nearby frequencies and should probably be avoided. 
But there are no technical reasons that I can recall for following the 
old convention.

For example... 


Around 9MHz is a common IF crystal frequency (various 
reasons). To get there from 80m and 40m you would 
have to upconvert. To get there from 20m and above 
you would have to downconvert. This automatically 
reverses the sideband unless you go through the 
trouble to shift the BFO frequency in the product 
detector but why go through the trouble. 


The same scenario occurs on filter generated SSB 
transmitters. 


On most modern gear there probably isn't any real 
justification other then habit since most first IFs 
nowadays are above 30MHz (KenwoodIcomYeasu) .

Alan, vertical dipole is different from your normal end fed 1/4 wave 
vertical. Unlike the groundplane or ground mountered vertical, the 
vertical dipole is a full 1/2 wave lenth long and it is fed in the 
center (its a dipole standing on end). If you want to use it on more 
than one band, then you need to feed it with twinlead or ladderline and 
use a tuner.

Actually, mine is fed with RG8X (through a balun at the feedpoint) and works 
on all bands from 20 on up using only the tuners built into the rigs. There 
might be some loss in the coax, but it can't be that bad as the in-rig 
tuners will only handle limited off resonance. Of course, as with any 
dipole, minimum loss and the maximum number of bands can be accommodated 
with ladder line and a "real" transmatch.

(40m?) would be fine to start me out, I think. I do have some skill with a 
soldering iron, but my experience is minimal. Should I try to find 
something used? New stuff from MFI? Build a K1? Go with a kit from SW or 
Wilderness? Homebrew Pixie 2/Tixie? I don't want anything too complex, 
since I have never even worked HF before, but I do want something I won't 
"grow out of" in a month or two. 


Also, as far as antennas go, I will be moving soon, probably to an 
apartment. Any tips for concealment, i.e. flagpole vertical, thin-wire 
dipole along the wall? What about RFI to the neighbors? Any experiences 
you could share would be greatly appreciated. 


Thanks for taking the time to listen to a "newbie". I am very grateful that 
there is a mailing list like this where we can take our questions/comments.

Another guy (W5RZ) and myself manned the CW station. Managed 1292 QSOs, 
which is a record for us. We used a pair of 180 foot long dipoles (cf 
Zepps? Doublets?) fed with ladder line and a matchbox. The antennas were 
installed at 90 degrees to each other and we had a relay box to switch 
between them. On some bands/stations it made a big difference and on some, 
none at all. 


It was fun working the stations that have QRP in their call sign. I could 
say, "Hey, that's the New Jersey group" or the Georgia group ... or 
whatever. 


Heard many good CW ops (hundreds, all on the same frequency at the same 
time). Didn't detect any blue racers or other bugs, so any of them out 
there were sending well enough to be indistinguishable from keyers. Worked 
a number of straight key senders and they sounded fine too. 


I didn't really hear many in the 30 to 40 WPM range. More in the 23 to 30 
or so range. I did hear a number of signals buzzing and/or chirping. 
Brought on a pang of nostalgia. 


TR-Log is a godsend. It dupes on the fly without any explicit command, 
including paritals. It lets you swap between your paddle and keyboard 
again without an explicit command. 


We worked 80, 40, 20, 15, and 10. The big dipoles and matchbox worked on 
all bands. A real blessing was the fact that 20 meters was good all the 
way until 3 AM, so we didn't have to fight 40 meter noise and dupes all 

night. And 10 meters was good for 1.5 hours on Sunday. In past FDs, 10 
meters would be open but there wouldn't be enough CW activity to keep you 


there. 


At the beginning, I was thinking, "Why are we doing this?" and "Would a 
sane man put himself through something like this?" and, "We're all getting 
to old to be doing this stuff." But after it was over it changed to, "Hey, 
that was pretty cool!"

Here is my opinion; 


Don't limit yourself with a single band rig for your first experience on 
HF - you will grow tired of it quickly. In fact, I would recommend you 
DO NOT start into HF with QRP only gear (although I'm certain others 
here might disagree). My first HF rig was an old Icom 701 which came 
with a power supply and I paid $200 for it. I could take it down to 1 
watt (and did many times) when I wanted to work QRP. There are many 
similar rigs to the 701 around the same price range. You will want 
something with at least 40, 20, 15 and 10 meters. 12, 17 and 30 
(especially 30) are nice to have, but not essentials. 


A 40 meter dipole is about 67 feet, you should be able to string up 
something acceptable. Feed the 40 meter dipole with ladder line and use 
a tuner - you can then get on all the bands you'll need to stay busy for 
quite awhile. 


If you are dead set on starting out with a QRP rig, I'm really fond of 
the SW series rigs from small wonder labs - although I don't know the 
availability of them. http://www.smallwonderlabs.com . The new K-1 from 
Elecraft also looks very nice - I think that's going to be my next QRP 
rig. If you do get a kit, get something that puts out at least 2 watts. 
The pixies/nj fireball/tt2/smk-1 are all fun rigs, but you will grow 
tired of pounding the brass into the ether and not having anyone answer 
back if you are working at the mW levels. Some days are better then 
others, and for those that aren't a little power helps. Also, if I were 
going to go with a single band radio, it would be on 40 meters - 30 
would be my second choice. 


Again, I would buy an appliance rig first. There are numerous older 
Icom, Yaesu and Kenwood rigs out there for less than $400, some less 
than $200. Find out what they need for a power supply or if one is 
included. Get a tuner like an MFJ Versa Tuner II and string out the 
dipole! Get a key and have at it! Hope to work you on the air soon. 73,

I am very grateful that 
there is a mailing list like this where we can take our questions/comments.

I agree with previous comments. Don't start with QRP. I did and got tired 
of it fast. As soon as I picked up a previously owned rig (which I had to fix 
before he'd see it to me), that ran some power I learned more about ham 
radio. 

You will find as many recommendations about radio's as you will find 
radios ever made. So here is my 2 cents on it. Multiband-definately. If for 
CW only at least 50 Watts. If for SSB/CW 100 Watts. If you want a 30 day 
guarantee on the equipment check with ham stores that sell such. The only 
company I know that will sell you new and used equipment direct is Ten-Tec in 
TN land. If you email them they will send you a list of what used equipment 
they have on hand with the prices for each. Check the ham magazines for 
stores that will also give you a similar offer. Some will give you a 
guarantee but, only give you credit on the rig you send back towards another 
rig. 

Antenna -- too many options to cover here. 

You said you don't have an Elmer. You might want to check with the ARRL for a 
club near you. By checking out a club meeting you may or may not find an 
Elmer but you will pick up information just by keeping an open ear and mind. 
A club might also be listed in the phone book

Field Day was nice this year in NM due to very nice, calm, stable weather 
over the weekend. NO WIND for a change and only some distant lightning. 
We took Jan's (NOQT) travel trailer atop a plateau near San Lorenzo 
Canyon, about 1000 feet above the Rio Grande river for a great vista and 
straight shot to the east. I think we could even see some of NTX from 
there! Didn't get there until after 3pm, setup an inverted vee for 

40/15 and the Spider antenna for 20-10M. An informal operation until 
about 10pm, then finished up a couple of hours on sunday for a total of 
204 QSO's. Have no idea what the SPC's and scoring is yet. This was 

the first contest I tried using computer logging, and what an experience 
that was. But after blowing a dozen QSO's and asking for a repeat because 


I lost the cursor ... well, I got better! You REALLY learn to get 
proficient with it when you get the nerve to call CQ and see what happens. 
Woah ... better get good or sink in a hurry. I still sent all the CW with 


paddles though. Gave me a feeling I was actually still doing something! 


Used several rigs to see how they worked "in the field" ... an IC-706. 
Argo (QRP version of the Scout) and an SGC-2020 with a 40/15M inverted V 
and Spider for 20-10M. Inspite of all the words about the 2020 on this 
list, I found the rig to be a fairly nice radio. The receiver was a bit 
better than the Argo/Scout and about the same as the 706. Jan burned 
our only dozen or so SSB QSO's with it, working NNJ to HI, and we both 
did about 50 CW QSO's each with it. I didn't find the relay chattering 
THAT bad (o£ course I'm an earphone kinda guy anyway). Just wonder how 
long they will last. I know there's many QRPers on the list that have 
the 2020's, who have been jumped on for admitting they have one at times. 
It's really not a bad radio and you other 2020 owners should feel free 
to discuss it as everyone discusses the rigs in their shack. 


Speaking of QRPers, it was nice to hear a bunch of familar calls on the 
air for FD. Worked a few, and chased a few others. I heard Bob N6WG and 
the Zia Gang a couple of times on 20M, but couldn't work them. They were 
working search and pounce, and I tell you, when those 2 guys hear "QSL," 
they are GONE :-) 


Bugs and old geezers: Hey, it's the old geezers that can make a bug 
sound like poetry; it's the "wanna be's" that give those old mechanical 
bugs a bad name. Years ago, a good CW op running a Vibroplex or Mac 
Key could hardly be distinguished from CW sent by paper tape. They were 
the masters. But back to FD, I'm always amazed at the diversity of ops 
you hear, from those stretching their abilities to get an exchange, to 
the ops that don't miss a beat (like N1iCW, NINH, etc.). You have to 
admit, some of those fellas you worked that snapped right back at your 
flea-powered call (even if you have the "worst call" ever!) is 
impressive. These contests are always fun, just listening to some of 
the top notch operators out there. 


The bands were in pretty good shape, but I did feel the overall activity 
for this years FD was down. Last year, QST reported 30,000 total 
operators participated in 1999 FD. Will be interesting to see what this 
years numbers are. The "soft bands" you heard and little activity on 
10M was due to a diminished activity, not band conditions. The dozen or 
so stations I worked on 10M were all S7-S9+ ... So propagation was there. 


All in all, a great time, and hope you all enjoyed it as well.

Dear List Members - 


I would like to tap into the collective wisdom of the group to 
give me insight into a perplexing problem. I have two 30-meter qrp rigs 
(MFJ9030 and 1TT1330) which I can not couple to my antenna system. I will 
break down my problem and findings as follows. 


The antenna is a 1/4 wave (nominal) at 20 meters, but my MFI941-E 
tuner lets me use it with QRP success on 30 meters as well. On 30 meters 
it shows about a 1.2:1 or better SWR when used with my K-2, TT Scout, or 
DSW-30, and tuning is smooth and reliable and repeatable. The antenna has 
three sets of radials cut to 20 and 30 meter appropriate lengths. (to the 
purist this system must leave much to be desired, but it does work for 
now. ) 


Here is the scenario with the two rigs in question. Feeding 
their output into a 50-ohm (purely resistive) dummy load through a WM-2 
wattmeter indicates that the are delivering their rated output, and the 
monitored signal is clean, without birdies and hash. When I move the 
dummy load to the output of the MFJ941 tuner, with its switch in the 
BYPASS position, everything is still fine - full rated power, etc. If I 
keep the dummy load in place and feed it through the tuner's circuitry, 
the trouble starts. Even with a perfect 50 ohm load, I can't come closer 
that a reading of 10:1, and I can hear the rigs scream in pain. The 
situation is even worse if I connect the actual antenna system, even if I 
pretune it with the K-2 and then make the switch. 


The rigs in question appear to be in good working order. Is their 
some quirk in their output stage that makes the output impedance 
"strange"? I would love to use these rigs, but I need to get to the 
bottom of this strange behavior. Please reply either off list, or on 
list, if you think your answer would be of general interest. 


I have seen the valuable advice from this group in response to 
many such queries, and I hope you all can help me get to the bottom of 
this problem. Many thanks in advance.

I also used a 2020 during Field Day. I was very satisfied with the unit, and 
while it certainly has a few faults, I found they were easy to work around 
once I became familiar with the operating conditions. A few things I learned 
about using a 2020 for field day include: 


* One has to rely mostly on the RF gain control, particularly when the SCAF 
filters are narrowed. 


x Speaking of the above, the SG-2020 audio filters are adequate for routine 
operating, but are close to useless for Field Day. Fortunately, I'm not much 
on narrow filters (I tend to use "my head"). 


x The group I operated with was "QRO" (I tried to talk them into QRP), so I 
used the radio at the 20 watt level. Utilizing a size 27 deep-cycle marine 
battery, the 2020 along with a 6 meter transceiver hardly impacted its 
capacity. If I recall correctly, the battery still indicated 12.3 volts at 
the end of the event. 


While it may not compare to a K-2, the unit has a few advantages for my 
situation, one of which is the 20 watt nominal output capability. I manage a 
HF emergency communications net. There are times QRP portable just doesn't 
cut it when you have to communicate during poor conditions. It's nice to 
have the extra power when you need it. Likewise, operation on nets presents 
different requirements than contesting and so forth. It's also quite rugged 


physically. 


I've heard quite a few opinions about radios on the list. I'm also 
thoroughly convinced that the most important feature of any rig is the person 
sitting in front of it. A good operator using an HW-7 will always 
communicate more effectively than a lid operating a K-2 or the latest and 
greatest rice-box.

Your description reminds me of a tool I used to use many years ago when I 
was an electrician's apprentice. The journeyman I worked with used a 
pill-like red plastic tube filled with nylon thread. He inserted it inside 
one end of a long run of conduit, then hoisted a compressed air bottle to 
the mouth of the conduit. The bottle's air hose was terminated in a 
cone-shaped rubber plug that he'd jam into the open end of the conduit to 
form an air seal. 


I'd be waiting at the other end, and he'd blast some air into the pipe. The 
little cartridge would traverse the pipe (sometimes well over 100 feet) VERY 
rapidly, and pop out the end where I waited.

Hello Jonathan D. Carpenter N5ZWF, 


You asked about getting started in QRP and on HF. I often hear comments about 
not starting with QRP, I don't know why that is. Others have already 
mentioned this and I disagree. QRP isn't really any harder, it just requires 
you to be a little smarter. 


But, I do agreed with not saddling yourself with a single band rig. So what 
to do if your just starting out and on a budget? Put the money in the 


receiver! My recommendation is to buy a good shortwave receiver. Doesn't 
have to be new, just in good working order. This provides you with all kinds 
of interesting listening, which is the biggest part of successful HF Amateur 
Radio. 


>From your post you sound like you'd like to try building something. Here 
again the shortwave receiver becomes the perfect piece of test equipment for 
building simple transmitters. Transmitters are actually much easier to build 
than receivers and can often be built from parts salvaged from the trash. An 
old CB from a garage sale or the local hamfest can provide almost everything 
you need including a cabinet. All it takes is some basic information. If you 
don't have one, get an ARRL Handbook. Everything you need to know is in 
there. 


Start your new venture by listening to the hambands on the SW receiver. Keep 
a log noting the times that you do this and the bands you hear activity on 
that you'd like to join into. You do this to get a feel for "your" radio 
schedule. There is no sense in building a transmitter only to find out it's 
on a band you can seldom find time for due to other pressures. Ever wonder 
why 40 meters is so popular? If you only have occasional evenings free for 
radio, that's why. 


Get a solderless breadboard. You will hear people exclaim these are no good 
for RF frequencies. Bull! I've built RF circuits on the same Radio Shack 
breadboard for 20 years. Works fine, even at VHF! Start your building 
experience by using the breadboard to make oscillators. Start with a Xtal 
oscillator using a colorburst crystal. The circuits are in the handbook and 
specific help is available here on QRP-L. About a half dozen parts anda 
9volt battery. Use your SW receiver to hear the signal by laying a wire 
connected to the antenna connector close to the oscillator. Now connect a 
morse code key to turn the power to the ocsillator on and off. There, it's 
your first transmitter and you are hearing "your" signal. You'll be hooked 
on QRP, homebrewing and HF at that instant. It's quite addicting so be 
warned! 


Next you'll want to add a little more power and now you explore RF amp 
circuits and low pass filtering. Put it all in a box and it's a transmitter. 
Just don't transmit directly into your receiver! 

Good luck and welcome to QRP and building radios.

This is not new as I saw it posted here many moons ago; 

To have your antenna wire or any wire for tht matter move frely after any 
method of launching, take a page form the militery and use the same method 
used for smart bomb wire guideing.; 

Use a tapered drinking cup. The more wire the bigger the cup. Start loading 
the wire at the lip of the cup and close wind all the wire onto the cup 
working toward the bottom ( narow end ) of the cup. A small piece of scotch 
tape can be used to maintain integrity of the winding, but not to much 
pressure. After the required amount of wire has benn put onto the "cone" 
attach the free end to the launch weight. Face the narrow end ( bottom ) of 
the cup in the direction of flight and send the weight on its way. The wire 
should be pulled off the tapered cup as the launched weight makes its way to 
where ever its target is..If its good for the military may be it might be 
good for civilians.

I got the idea from a previous life in Wire 
Guided Torpedoes. Of course there we used a high tech solution of 
winding a multi layer wire coil on a former and holding it with a 
special frangible shellac. The wire was pulled from the INSIDE of the 
coil during launch. I adapted it to coming off a tapered drinking glass 
independently. I used two or three strips of double sided scotch tape 
to hold the wire in place. I could probably get 100 feet or more on the 
glass. It unwound very smoothly!

It was the only rig 
I had for about ten years, long after I upgraded to general. But I'd 
second Cla's suggestion: invest in a decent all-band receiver. Tube 
equipment is OK and fairly cheap, lots of Hallicrafters and other old 
time stuff can be had for $100 or so. Build a crystal frequency 
standard, 

plans are available all over the place and probably someone still has a 
kit for one. Now you can check the calibration of the receiver easily 
and use the receiver to check out any experiments with building a 
transmitter. Kit transmitters are inexpensive, lots of good ones around. 


Older ARRL handbooks (from the 5@s and 60s) also have plans for 
simple one or two tube transmitters if you like playing with tubes. Most 


of the tube designs are for two or three bands, perhaps with plug-in 
coils. Try not to saddle yourself long term with just one band. Activity 


and usability varies too much from season to season and hour to hour 
during the day. At the very least, I'd suggest you want 7 and 21 MHz. 
If net operating appeals to you, then 3.5 MHz is probably necessary 
too, at least in the winter season. If DX work is your major goal, then 
you'll need 14 MHz, but most of us need considerable experience 

before we are able to do well working DX at QRP levels.

WHAT DOES THIS ALL MEAN? 

In 1999, FD occured near the 28-day solar peak, and hence the 200 
solar flux; this year we were off the 28-day peak and hence only 
168-175 ... but still sufficient for 10M propagation. In 1998, 
the solar flux was flirting only in the very low 100's as that was 
the onset of this solar cycle, and 10M sported only sporaidic 
openings. 


This years solar flux supported a daylight hour MUF well over 
30MHz. The lack of activity on 10M was due to lack of activity, 
not that the band wasn't open. The fairly constant solar flux 
means D-layer absorption was typical during daylight hours for 
those who tried 40M during daylight hours. There were 2 M-class 
flares, at 0100 and 0700 UTC (late evening saturday night). This 
caused enhanced ionization before sundown on the west coast to 
after sundown on the east coast. This would be manifested by 
30-45 minutes of heavy QSB as the E and F layers were moving 
around (changing the propagation paths) and erratic signal levels. 
But ... only for the approximate duration of the flare, or about 
30 minutes. And only noticeable on 20-15M. So if you were 
operating then and signals were up and down, suddenly weak, and 
heavy fading, that was due to the speed of light stuff coming 
from the sun during the two M-class flares. 


The geomagnetic field was fairly active, due to the above normal 
solar wind speed due to a pestering coronal hole. Average solar 
wind speed is about 350 km/s, and we saw FD start with around 
600 km/s and slowly decrease to less than 500 km/s. During 
evening hours saturday night, the K-index was only 1 and 2, 
meaning very quiet conditions when most of us would be using 40M. 
Early evening the K-index was 3, possibly making you think 40M 
was trashed for this FD. But it quietted down nicely shortly 
into dark. 


The point of all the above is to let all those numbers we get 
daily try to make some sense as to what effect they have on 

HF propagation ... since many of you were on the air for long 
periods and can hopefully relate the minor changes over FD to 
what you actually experienced. 


All in all, conditions for FD were quite good. No major flares 
and no real geomagnetic disturbances. Next year should be quite 
Similar, the actual solar flux just depending where in the 28-day 
cycle we end up.

Don't know if this has been discussed, but I put my roll of Fishing line in 
a 5 gallon Bucket. Hook the other end to the arrow and let it rip! The 
Bucket keeps the roll of line from tangling in the grass and the sides are 
high enough to keep the roll from bouncing out. The bucket also doubles as 
a caddy for my antenna supplies including recurve bow. When I get to the 
launch site, I empty out the contents of all but the the roll of fishing 
line, hook it to the arrow and place my shot. Has worked well here so far. 
Cheap and effective. My latest loop is a 480 ft rectangle shaped loop fed 
with ladder line and a 4:1 balun. The highest leg is up about 40 ft. Hope 
this helps.

I use the K2 the most, by far. All band, great receiver, built in keyer, 
runs on a gell cell. On the down side it is Ham band only, no FM or AM, 
and sometimes the 15 watts is just not enough (you can blame my antenna 
if you want). 

I love the SW-40+ but don't use it much. (might take it camping this 
fall). Very low receive current (16mA) and a great receiver. Very small.

Check with any of the antenna companies for a good mag-mount that has a 
standard threaded mount (think it's 3/8" x 24 tpi). Then, go find yourself 
a helically wound CB whip, available in lengths from 3 ft. to 6 ft. I have 
one that is 3 ft. that fits on my rear deck and clears the work parking 
garage without hitting anything. Then, carefully open up the top cap and 
remove some turns to get it into the 10 meter frequency of choice. Reseal 
the top - just apply a bit of heat and let the cap close back down. 


The linear loading of the helically wound antenna raises the main lobe of 
radiation. If you settle for a base loaded type of antenna it will not 
perform nearly as well. Further, these helically wound CB antennas are to 
be found cheap!!! I paid $5 for mine. It's not only one of the most cost 
effective ways, it's the best for the size. Of course, a full length 
hamstick type antenna is certainly the best - longer is always better - but 
if you are limited to a mag mount you need something shorter. Get the 
longest helically wound CB whip you can and go for it. 


Remember, if you have to take it off and put it back to go in and out of 
garages, you will forget to put it up and won't turn your radio on. If 
it's always there, you will get into the habit of turning the rig on and 
you will end up operating more.

You probably won't 
even have to cut it for 10m. About $40 or so. 


Stay away from the shorter CB antennas. They don't tune NEAR as 
wide a bandwidth. Even though RS says the regular CB Mag Mount 

is for 10 and 11, you'll get much easier tuning/matching and better 
performance with the Deluxe antenna. 


Longer is better!! In practical 'laymans terms', the longer the 
antenna, 

the less the coil has to interact, and the wider the bandwidth of the 
antenna. And the better the performance!

The elevated solar wind, for example, would have produced 
higher absorptions and HF noise in the "higher latitudes" than where 
the majority of us were :-( And of course the 3-hour K-index is 
averaged from many reporting stations. I noticed that early FD saturday, 
the plantary K-index (Kp) was 3, Boulder was 3, while College Station, 
Texas was K=5, which is storm levels in that region. The effects 
vary across our globe, and the numbers usually published are the 
averaged, planetary values. Higher latitudes tend to be much noiser 
and higher signal absorptions than the middle latitudes, below about 
45 degrees N latitude.

Hi Mike, 

Pretty difficult to secure a decent 10 meter antenna with a mag mount. Of 
course there are the three & four magnet mounts for the "hefty" stuff. 
Base loaded 11 meter antennas will work OK but nothing to brag about. I 
tried just about all the configurations on my Jeep Cherokee and finally 


settled for a homebrew bracket that extends past the rear bumper and 
attached with the two bumper bolts. The bracket is about eight inches 
long and about two and a half inches wide. I drilled the extended part 
of the bracket for a "ball mount" (from Radio Shack) - no spring. I use 
a "quick disconnect" unit to attach a Valor "Pro-Am" ten meter antenna. I 
"jumpered" the bumper to frame mount with RG-8 Shield (abt 10 inches). I 
ran the co-ax through the frame channel to an opening near the 
transmission "hump". I removed the ashtray from the center console and 
drilled the co-ax hole down through the hump. Back underneath, I threaded 
the co-ax through the hump hole and slipped it between the hump and the 
console, I sealed the hole with silicone sealer and replaced the ashtray. 
I took a 1/4 wave length of RG-8 shield and attached to the bracket at 
the same point I attached the shield of the co-ax. I run this 1/4 wave 
radial through the same frame channel as the co-ax. This seems to work 
better than just guessing that the vehicle frame is a "tuned" 
counterpoise or the ten meter antenna. 

I use a HTX 10 generally on FM and this set-up works great. 

I don't know what type of vehicle You have but this might give You an 
idea to work on.

The best you can do is make sure that the two antennas 
are not resonant on the same band at the same time. 
Also look out for harmonic relationships, such as a 
15m dipole parallel to your doublet tuned to 40m.

Setup up at friends house, card table, battery, 
antenna, SG 2020, and don't forget the pop (soda for 
those in the south and southwest). 


Kept power down to five watts, and found the 

adjustment of the RF was the best for the BIG signals that came 
in. Just don't understand why someone needs 3 or 4 

digits of power. 


I also found the signals were there and sometimes they 
were stacked on top of each other. You have two 


choices here to deal with this. 


A) BW and use the Freq knob to change BW from .1 to 
2.7KC and it works very well. 


B) PB and use the Freq knob to adjust pass band tuning 
-.300 to +.200 


C) RIT mode can work quite well in this area, but did not 
use this mode at all during field day. 


Between the top two I found the signals easy to go from 


on to another. I had my mic with me, it aids in 
tuning up. Did not attempt any SSB, that is not what I like 
to do. 


If I have tuned in on someone and have finished, just 

open up BW again by hitting memory twice. First puts you 
back to memory preset frequency and all parameters, second 
BW push puts you right back where you were with default 

BW (2.7 Kc) or what I stored. 


I also used my J38 Lightning Bug, I am not over 60, 
but thank you very much I had a good time and no one asked 
for repeats! 


All in all I was very satisfied with the SG 2020 as a 
field day, portable, or even listening in the car on 
the way to work. That is another story! 


While the CW mode of the K2 seems to be, from what I 
have heard better, the SG 2020 should not be sold up 
short. It is a solidly built, portable rig that works 
very well. The accessory pack they have is...........

It took one time hearing a CW QSO to recognize that I had to get 
licensed and had to get a transceiver - I wanted in on the fun.

| The original poster is already a ham and will be on HF as soon as his 

| license paperwork is turned in. He needs a transceiver, not a receiver. 

I see that building a simple transmitter to get “in on the fun" wasn't an 
option for you? That's OK for you, but maybe not the original poster. I got 
the impression from Jonathan's message was he was interested in QRP AND using 
a soldering iron BUT was not really experienced with it. He had explored 
enough to already know some kit manufacturers and homebrew rig names. Frankly 


I don't see any problem with my approach or yours or any other for that 
matter. We need diversity in the advice we give beginners, one set of 
"starting" rules will not work for everyone. It's up to the individual to 
decide which way would be the most fun. If there was only one way, we'd loose 
a lot of Newbies and Ham Radio doesn't need that! 


My reply to Jonathan was based on what I heard him say. He had gotten bored 
with VHF. He had a soldering iron but wasn't real comfortable using it. He 
was on a limited budget. I think he will soon find the same boredom on HF as 
he did on VHF just using a piece of used commercial equipment. Simple 
transmitters, made from surplus parts, gives that initial soldering practice 
and confidence. Think about it, if you mess up with junk parts, it's not a 
big deal but I'd hate to see a nice SW40+ full of soldering mistakes and not 
working being a newcomers first building experience. Might not happen but it 
could, why risk it? If you're going to build, a good AM/SSB/CW SW Receiver is 
the best bang for the buck investment I can think of. It relieves the 
inexperienced builder of having to build a receiver/transmitter or transceiver 
right away, which is more complicated and can be hard to get working with 
little experience. The SW serves as receiver, test equipment for 
transmitters, and a way to explore all the HF spectrum. This last point I 
need to stress as a lot can be learned in-between the ham bands. If you have 
the bucks, a transceiver with general coverage would be a better choice, but 
there's that limited (but unspecified) budget. 


My advice to Jonathan was very practical. Would I give the same advice to the 
next newbie? Probably not. Do I think this is the only way for a newbie to 
approach our hobby. Absolutely not.

Here's one solution to sorting through the huge amount of traffic on this 
list: the html archives. 


I used to think the daily digest was the greatest thing since sliced bread, 
Since it's only one e-mail per day instead of several dozen cluttering up 
your inbox. But it has drawbacks--it's cumbersome to look through the list 
of topics and page down to those that look interesting, it consumes space on 
your hard drive, and it comes out once every 24 hours--far from real-time, 
which can be a problem if there's something for sale that you want. 


The html archives can be a real life saver, and I've been using that form 
for quite some time. Unlike the daily digest, this one requires a browser; 
those who are running on e-mail only cannot take advantage of it. But if 
you do have an account that supports a browser, go to 


http: //listserv.lehigh.edu/lists/Archives/qrp-1/ 


and you're there. You'll see a list of the message topics, going back 
several days, and you can choose what order they're sorted in. I usually 


leave it in the sort-by-thread mode, which is quite convenient. (You can 
also sort by date, author or subject.) 


Scan down the list until you see something that looks interesting, and click 
on it--it hyperlinks you directly to that message, and when done you click 
the "back" button to return to the list and keep scanning down. Or if there 
are replies to that message, you can click on the header or footer of the 
message to go to the next one in the thread (assuming you're in the 
sort-by-thread mode). Quick, convenient, easy to use. 


Drawbacks--it does require a browser; e-mail-only accounts can't use it. It 
does not leave a copy on your hard drive; you'll have to save things 
manually if you want to keep them. (I use the html archives for convenient 
reading but also get the daily digest, so I can keep a permanent archive of 
everything on the hard drive.) And just like the daily digest, the html 
archives are not real time. However, it gets updated more than once per day, 
so that improves your chances of being able to respond successfully to a 
for-sale offer. 


If anyone is looking for an alternative to live traffic and the daily 
digests, the html archives are worth looking into.
